OFF LANTAU 

The Court of Investigation into the fire which — 
destroyed the vessel, Hsin Kong So off the south-. | 
west corner of Lantau on February 6, this morning: 


recorded a note of censure against both the Master 
and the Chief Engincer in its findings, 


The tndings, read by the Prest- 
dent of the Court, Mr W. A. Blalr- 
Kerr, expressed the ‘opinion — that 
white the muster ‘took timely and 
adequate steps to prevent loss of 
life, bis fallure, not only to ensure 
that the best possible Immediate use 
was made oof all) available fire 
Qghting equipment, but also to Issac 
orders for the inspection of the com- 
partments of the ship adjoinings, the 
seatvof the fre, contributed to the 
loss of the vessel, : 

The report added that the’ Chief 
Engineer also failed to make the best 
use of all fire Aghbting equipment in 
the case of the stokehold fire, in 
particular the steam — smothering. 
system, 

The findings of the Court read: - 

We find that the “Hsin Kong So,” 
a British ship of 1037.39 gross tons, 
556.17 ‘net registered tonnage, built 
in 1010, registered at Hongkong an 
October 7, 1947, in the name of Messrs. 
Wheelock Marden & Co,, Ltd, was 
completely burnt out by fire while 
lying: beached in a bay on the south 
west corner of the Island of Lantau 
Qatitude 22 deg, 12.2'N long, 113 deg. 
5LS'E) on February 6, 1948, 

At the time of the casualty, the 
vessel was commanded by Frank 
Raymond Wood, Master « Mariner; 
the chief ofMicer was William Ander- 
son, Master Moriner; the chief en- 
nincer was John Wenry Koeiry; the 
ship’s oflcers included 2nd and 3rd. 
engineers; there was a crew of 44; 
there were 140 passengers on board 
and 80 tons of miscellaneous cargo

When the sur Is low it is possible 
sometimes to place . the — subject 
directly between the camera and the 
setting sun, When the sun is some- 
what higher, aim a little away from 
the sun so that lt does not shine 
straight into the camera lens. Shoot 
from n low position and place your 
subject on a slight: rise, 


Recommended exposures will vary, 
of course, with the Upht Intensity. 
Where the sun is just above the 
horizon and. the sky js partially 
clouded, exposure of 1/25 at f/10- 
should produce good results. If the 
sun ts somewhat higher, a shorter 
exposure is recommended. If you're 
one of the growing legion of photo

One thing to.remember in pictures 
of this sort—compositlon is very im= 
portant.

ant fuets, such as, that the. boiler 
pressure at 7.30 a.m, was 50 ‘lbs. 


It is within our knowledge that 
this is the third fire on a ship 
which has occurred in the waters 
of the Colony during the last year. 
And, In our opinion, the time has |. 
come for a review. of all existing 
culations and instructions on the 
ubject of fire ‘prevention, especially 
on ships of this class. 


|—_A- muster_of_a_well organised _ 
is entitled to assume that his s 
ordinates will act, In an emergency, 
in accordance — with pre-arranged 
rules and established practice. But 
it cannot be too strengly emphusised 
that the ultimate responsibility for 
the safety of a ship, and ull aboard 
her, rests upon the shoulders of the 
muster; and while we,commend the 
master of the “Hsin Kong So’ that,
